Deluxe Wire Stripper 

Your RadioShack Deluxe Wire Strip- 
per is designed to cut and strip insu- 
lation from RG6, RG58, RG59/62, 
and other coaxial cables. The adjust- 
able blades strip insulation from 4, 6, 
8, and 12 mm lengths. The special 
finger-ring design lets you strip wire 
easily by turning the wire stripper 
with your index finger. 


ADJUSTING THE WIRE 
STRIPPER 

Before using the wire stripper, you 
must make these adjustments for the 
type of cable and the desired strip- 
ping length. 

Adjusting the V-Block 

The V-block lets you use the wire 
stripper with four different diameter 
cables, represented by the four char- 
acters marked on the V-block: 

6 — RG6 

8 — RG58 

9 — RG59/62 

D — Special cables other than 
the above (see “Adjusting 
the Blades”) 


The arrow at the lower right of the V- 
block housing shows the type of ca- 
ble to be cut. 


Follow these steps to change the V- 
block’s position. 

1. Remove the hex wrench from 
the bottom of the stripper and 
use it to push the V-block out of 
its housing. 

2. Align the character on the V- 
block (that represents the cable 
size) with the arrow, then insert 
the V-block into its housing. 

Notes: 

• To distinguish the numbers “6” 
and “9,” hold the wire stripper 
with the indicating arrow facing 
you and to your right. 

• Always return the hex wrench to 
its original place at the bottom of 
the stripper so you will not lose 
it. 
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Adjusting the Stripping 
Length 

This stripper can strip cabie in four 
iengths — 4, 6, 8, and 12 mm. The 
stripping iength is preset to 6 mm. if 
you want to strip other iengths, foiiow 
these steps to adjust the biade’s po- 
sition. 

1 . Hoid the two jaw haives together 
and use the hex wrench to push 
out the jaw pin. Then separate 
the two jaw haives. 


2. Use the hex wrench to push out 
the biade pin. 


3. Use a pair of tweezers to 
remove the biades and piace 
them as foiiows:

4. Repiace the biade pin. 

5. Piace the upper jaw on the iower 
jaw and press the knuried por- 
tion on the upper jaw to aiign 
both jaw hoies. Then insert the 
jaw pin through both jaw hoies. 

Adjusting the Biades 

Foiiow these steps to fine-adjust the 
biades’ depth. 

1. Piace the cabie under the V- 
biock so it is even with one 
biade. 

2. insert the hex wrench into the 
biade depth adjuster on the bot- 
tom of the stripper, then rotate 
the hex wrench ciockwise (to cut 
smaiier cabie) or counterciock- 
wise (to cut iarger cabie). 


3. Repeat Steps 1 and 2 to set the 
other biade. 

After setting both biades, make a test 
strip (see "Stripping Cabie”) and 
make any necessary adjustments. 
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STRIPPING CABLE 

Warnings; 

• Do not insert your finger be- 
tween the stripper’s jaws. 

• Keep the wire stripper out of 
young children’s reach. 

After you adjust the stripper to strip 
the desired type and length of cable, 
follow these steps to strip cable. 

1. Press the knurled portion on the 
upper jaw to open the stripper’s 
jaws. 

2. Insert the cable you want to strip 
through the V-block (as indi- 
cated by the markings on the 
upper jaw) until the cable 
reaches the V-shaped cable 
guide. Then release the upper 
jaw to close the jaws. 


Caution: Let the stripper’s 

spring close the jaw. Forcing the 
jaws together might damage the 
blades. 

3. Insert your index finger into the 
stripper’s finger ring, then turn 
the stripper clockwise 4-5 times. 
The cable’s insulation is cut 
while you turn the stripper. 


4. Open the jaws again and 
remove the cable. Pull away the 
outer jacket and dielectric to 
expose the inner conductor. 


Note: If the inner conductor is 
too short, strip again, placing the 
cable past the end of the V- 
block. 

5. To strip braided wires, insert the 
hex wrench into the right blade 
depth adjuster and rotate it 
clockwise about Va turn, so the 
blade is raised just enough to 
cut the braided wires. Then 
repeat Steps 1-4 to strip the 
braided wires. 


REPLACING THE 
BLADES 

After long use, the blades eventually 
become worn and need to be re- 
placed. You can order replacement 
blades (RadioShack Unlimited No. 
11287067) by calling RadioShack’s 
Telephone Order Center at (800) 
237-3056.

2. Use the hex wrench to push out 
the blade pin. 


4. Install the new blades and the 
spring. Align the blade hole and 
spring with the blade’s pin holes, 
then insert the blade pin into its 
hole to fix them in position. 

5. Place the upper jaw on the lower 
jaw and press the knurled por- 
tion on the upper jaw to align 
both jaw holes. Then insert the 
jaw pin through both jaw holes.
